Obama awards Medal of Honor to US Army captain

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

French-born U.S. Army cap¬ 
tain who shoved a suicide 
bomber to the ground and 
away from his security de¬ 
tail became the nation's 
newest Medal of Honor 
recipient Thursday as Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama cred¬ 
ited his actions with pre¬ 
venting a greater catastro¬ 
phe from occurring. 

Florent Groberg, 32, is the 
10th living service member 
awarded the nation's high¬ 
est honor for battlefield 
bravery in Iraq or Afghani¬ 
stan. 

Four people were killed in 
the attack, and several 
others were wounded. As 
families of the victims and 
some of his former Army col¬ 
leagues watched, Obama 
draped the medal around 
Groberg's neck at a White 
House ceremony. Groberg 
fought to keep his emo¬ 
tions in check as he faced 
the crowd and cameras. 
Afterward, he dedicated 
the medal to those killed 
and their families, saying 
they were the true heroes. 


“I am blessed and just 
grateful to have been giv¬ 
en the opportunity to serve 
my country,” Groberg said. 
Obama recounted the de¬ 
tails of the August 2012 at¬ 
tack, which left Groberg 
badly wounded and re¬ 
quiring nearly three years 
of recovery at Walter Reed 
National Military Medical 
Center. 

Groberg was helping to 
lead a military escort in Af¬ 
ghanistan’s Kunar Province 
when his unit approached 
a bridge. As two motorcy¬ 
clists caused a diversion, a 
man dressed in dark cloth¬ 
ing spun toward him some 
10 feet away. Groberg 
grabbed the bomber by 
the vest and kept pushing 
him backward, with help 
from fellow soldier, Sgt. 
Andrew Mahoney. The at¬ 
tacker fell to ground and 
the bomb detonated. That 
explosion also caused a 
second, unseen bomb to 
detonate before it could 
be placed closer to the 
unit. 

“Had both bombs gone 
off as planned, who knows 
how many could have 


been killed," Obama said. 
Groberg suffered signifi¬ 
cant nerve damage and 
about half fhe calf muscle 
in his leff leg was blown off. 
He needed 33 surgeries to 
save his leg. 

The Medal of Honor cer¬ 
emony was somber, but 
Obama also recounted 
how Groberg first came 
to consciousness after the 
bombing. He thought he 
was in Germany and that 
the lead singer from the 


heavy metal band Korn 
was at his bedside and talk¬ 
ing to him, Obama said. 
“Flo thought, ‘What's go¬ 
ing on? Am I hallucinat¬ 
ing?” Obama said. “But he 
wasn’t. It was all real. And 
so, today, Flo, I want to as¬ 
sure you you are not hallu¬ 
cinating. You are actually 
in the White House. Those 
cameras are on. I am not 
the lead singer from Korn,” 
Obama joked. 

Born in Poissy, France, Gro¬ 


berg became a natural¬ 
ized U.S. citizen in 2001, the 
same year he graduated 
from high school in Mary¬ 
land. He also competed in 
track and cross country at 
the University of Maryland 
before entering the Army 
in 2008. Obama said that 
what helped make Gro¬ 
berg a great runner during 
his student days at the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland, “train¬ 
ing, guts, teamwork," also 
made him a great soldier.Q

inspired the protests that 
helped force Monday's 
abrupt resignation of Presi¬ 
dent Tim Wolfe and anoth¬ 
er top administrator.

Valenti also testified that 
Asaro drafted him for the 
Lufthansa heist, telling him, 
“Jimmy Burke has a big 
score at the airport com¬ 
ing up, and you’re invited 
to go.” 

When he learned about 
the mountain of $100 bills 
and jewels taken from a 
Lufthansa vault, Asaro was 
“very happy, really euphor¬ 
ic,” Valenti testified. “We 
thought there was going 
to be $2 million in cash and 
there was $6 million.” 


In the aftermath, Asaro 
survived a bloodbath por¬ 
trayed in “Goodfellas,” 
with Robert De Niro’s char¬ 
acter going ballistic over 
fellow mobsters’ purchases 
of flashy cars and furs and, 
fearing fhey would affracf 
law enforcement attention, 
having them whacked. 
Prosecutors claimed he 
collected at least $500,000 
from fhe score buf had a 
gambling problem and 
squandered it away at the 
racetrack. □

NEW YORK (AP) — An aging 
mobster who stayed mostly 
in the shadows for decades 
by adhering to the Ma¬ 
fia’s strict code of silence 
was acquitted Thursday of 
charges he helped plan a 
legendary 1978 Lufthansa 
heist retold in the hit film 
“Goodfellas.” 

A federal jury reached 
the surprising verdict at a 
Brooklyn racketeering trial 
where it heard testimony 
that portrayed 80-year-old 
Vincent Asaro as a throw¬ 
back to an era when New 
York’s five organized crime 
families comprised a secret 
society that committed 
brazen crimes and settled 
scores with bloodshed. 
Asaro jumped up, pumped 
his fist and clapped af¬ 
ter the verdict. When he 
walked out of the court¬ 
house, he threw his hands 
up in the air and hollered: 
“Free!” 

“I was shocked, I was re¬ 
ally shocked,” Asaro said 


outside. “I’ve got two years 
in, and I’m dying to get 
home." 

He said he would be head¬ 
ed home to have a good 
meal with his family. 

“Right now I've been eat¬ 
ing bologna sandwiches,” 
he said. 

It was a stunning defeat for 
the federal government in 
a courthouse where prose¬ 
cutors over the years have 
won convictions of major 
mob figures like Gambino 
family head John Goffi 
and Genovese crime boss 
Vincenf “chin” Gigante. 
The U.S. attorney's office 
declined to comment after 
the verdict. 

Asaro, whose father and 
grandfather were members 
of the secretive Bonanno 
crime family, “was born 
into that life and he fully 
embraced if,” Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Alicyn Cooley 
said in closing arguments. 
His devotion to the Bonan- 
nos “was as permanent as 
the ‘death before dishon¬ 
or’ tattoo on his arm,” she 
added. 


Asaro said he believed ju¬ 
rors found him not guilty 
because the prosecution's 
case was “overkill." 

“She must’ve put 30 agents 
on the stand, all lies,” he 
said of the prosecutor. 

The defense accused pros¬ 
ecutors of relying on shady 
paid cooperators, includ¬ 
ing Asaro’s cousin Gaspare 
Valenti. They argued that 
the witnesses had incentive 
to frame Asaro to escape 
lengthy prison terms of their 
own. 

At trial, prosecutors de¬ 
scribed how Asaro rose 
through the ranks and de¬ 
veloped an “unbreakable 
bond” with the more no¬ 
torious James “Jimmy the 
Gent” Burke, the late Luc- 
chese crime family associ¬ 
ate who orchestrated the 
holdup at the Lufthansa 
cargo terminal at Kennedy 
Airport. Taking the witness 
stand last month, Valenti 
testified that Asaro and 
Burke killed a suspected in¬ 
formant with a dog chain in 
1969 before ordering Val¬ 
enti to help bury the body. 
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Black students around US complain of casual, everyday racism

BOSTON (AP) — Thousands 
of students across the U.S. 
took part in demonstrations 


at university campuses 
Thursday to show solidarity 
with protesters at the Uni¬ 
versity of Missouri, and to 
shine a light on what they 
say are racial problems at 


their own schools. 

Students at some schools 
said they were embold¬ 
ened to take a harder 
stance against racism by 
the protests that topped the 


Missouri president, who was 
criticized for his handling of 
racial complaints. Some of 
the Missouri students said 
they were inspired by the 
protests in nearby Fergu¬ 
son, where the police kill¬ 
ing of an 18-year-old black 
man helped give rise to 
the nationwide “black lives 
matter" movement. 

From Boston College to 
campuses at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, dozens of 
schools saw walkouts and 
rallies. While the Missouri 
protests were triggered in 
large part by complaints 
about slurs and other overt 
racism on campus, some 
students at Thursday’s ral¬ 
lies said it's a subtler brand 
of prejudice that motivat¬ 
ed them to take a stand. 
Many said they face daily 
instances of casual racism 
and insensitivity. There’s 
even a word on campuses 
these days for subtle slights 
against minorities: microag¬ 
gression. 

“It’s more the daily micro¬ 
aggressions than the large 


situations," said Akosua 
Opokua-Achampong, a 
student at Boston College. 
“Those also hurt.” 

Sheryce Flolloway said she 
is tired of white people at 
Virginia Commonwealth 
University asking if they 
can touch her hair or if she 
knows the latest dance 
move. 

At Chicago's Loyola Uni¬ 
versity, student Dominick 
Flail said groups of white 
guys stop talking when he 
walks by, and sometimes 
people grip their bags a 
little tighter. 

Katiana Roc said she will 
never forget the day two 
years ago when she sat 
down in class at West Vir¬ 
ginia University and a white 
student a few seats away 
collected his things and 
moved across the room. 
“He looked uncomfortable. 
I’m pretty sure he moved 
because of the color of 
my skin. It didn’t hurt my 
feelings,” said Roc. “What 
disappointed me was his 
ignorance. "□

Applications for US jobless aid stay near historic lows

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

number of people seeking 
unemployment aid was un¬ 
changed last week, a sign 
that most businesses are 
reluctant to cut jobs. 

The Labor Department said 
Thursday that weekly appli¬ 
cations for jobless benefits 
remained at a seasonally 
adjusted 276,000, the same 
as the previous week. The 
four-week average, a 
less volatile measure, rose 
5,000 to 267,750. 
Applications are a proxy 
for layoffs. Just three weeks 
ago, the average dropped 
to its lowest level since De¬ 
cember 1973. That sug¬ 
gests employers are con¬ 
fident the economy will 
continue to expand and 
see little reason to let go of 
their staffs. 

After stumbling in the July- 
September quarter under 
the weight of slowing over¬ 
seas growth and a strong 
dollar, the U.S. economy 
is forecast to rebound in 
the final three months of 
this year. Americans are 
still spending on autos. 


electronics, and restaurant 
meals at a healthy rate, 
supporting a pickup in hir¬ 
ing last month. 

Hiring is typically healthy 
when applications are 
so low. Employers added 
271,000 jobs in October, 
the government said last 
week, the largest month¬ 
ly gain this year. The un¬ 
employment rate ticked 
down to 5 percent from 
5.1 percent, a fresh seven- 
year low. 

There have also been signs 
that average pay is finally 
picking up after roughly six 
years of sluggish growth. 
Average hourly wages 
rose 2.5 percent in Octo¬ 
ber from a year earlier, the 
largest annual gain since 
2009. 

Still, that remains below the 
3.5 percent pace that is 
typical in a healthy econ¬ 
omy. October’s job gain 
came after two months of 
tepid hiring in August and 
September. Still, employers 
have added an average 
of 206,000 jobs a month 
this year. That’s enough to 
lower the unemployment 
rate over timeO 


US government records $136.5B 
October budget deficit: Officials

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. government started 
its new budget year with 
a deficit in October, al¬ 
though the imbalance was 
made worse by a calendar 
quirk. The October deficit 
totaled $136.5 billion, up 
12.2 percent from October 
2014, the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment reported Thursday. 

In both years, Nov. 1 fell 
on a weekend, which re¬ 
quired the government to 
mail out November benefit 
checks in October. That 
shifted $49 billion in pay¬ 


ments into October, up 
from last year’s $41 billion 
payment shift. 

For the 2015 budget year 
that ended Sept. 30, the 
annual deficit fell to $438.9 
billion, its lowest level in 
eight years, spurred by 
gains in tax revenue that 
outpaced greater govern¬ 
ment spending. 

The Congressional Budget 
Office in August forecast 
that the 2016 deficit will 
drop to $414 billion and 
edge up slightly to $416 
billion in 2017, which will 
be the next president’s first 
year in office.Q

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Twin suicide blasts in Beirut’s 


Shiite suburb kill 43

BEIRUT (AP) — Twin suicide 
bombings struck a south¬ 
ern Beirut suburb that’s a 
stronghold of the militant 
Shiite Hezbollah group on 
Thursday evening, killing 
at least 43 people and 
wounding scores more in 
one of the deadliest at¬ 
tacks in recent years in 
Lebanon. 

The attack was quickly 
claimed by the extremists 
Islamic State group, which 
is fighting in neighboring 
Syria and Iraq but has not 
had a recognized affiliate 
in Lebanon, though the tiny 
Mediterranean country has 
seen deadly spillovers from 
the civil war next door. 

The explosions hit minutes 
apart during rush hour in 
an area of southern Bei¬ 


rut called Burj al-Barajneh, 
a Hezbollah stronghold. 
The Shiite group has been 
fighting in Syria along with 
Syrian President Bashar 
Assad’s forces. The area 
has been hit in the past 
and Sunni militant groups 
have threatened to carry 
out more attacks there. 

It was not immediately 
clear how many attackers 
were involved. According 
to a Lebanese security offi¬ 
cial, fhe first suicide attack¬ 
er detonated his explo¬ 
sives’ vest outside a Shiite 
mosque, while the second 
blew himself up inside a 
nearby bakery. 

An apparent third attacker 
was found dead, his legs 
blown off while he still wore 
an intact explosives’ belt, 
said the official, speaking 
on condition of anonymity

in line with regulations. The 
official speculated that the 
third man may have been 
killed from the explosion set 
off by the second bomber, 
as he was reportedly close 
to that blast. 

The Al-Mayadeen TV also 
reported there was a 
third would-be bomber, 
and showed a video of a 
bearded young man with 
an explosives' belt. The re¬ 
port said he died before he 
was able to detonate his 
explosives. 

At the scene of the blasts, 
residents showed reporters 
what they said were metal 
pebbles that are usually 
put inside an explosive belt 
to inflict maximum casual¬ 
ties. 

“They targeted civilians, 
worshippers, unarmed 
people, women and elder¬ 
ly, they only targeted inno¬ 
cent people,” Hezbollah 
official Bilal Farhat told The 
Associated Press, calling it 
a “satanic, terrorist attack." 
Hospitals in southern Beirut 
called on people to do¬ 


nate blood and appealed 
on residents not to gather 
at hospital gates so that 
ambulanced and emer¬ 
gency staff could work un¬ 
hindered. 

For more than an hour, 
ambulances struggled to 
ferry the wounded and 
the dead from the neigh¬ 
borhood while Lebanese 
troops and Hezbollah gun¬ 
men cordoned off the 
area, preventing anyone 
from getting close to the 
site of the two blasts, less 
than 50 meters (yards) 
apart. 

“There is a massacre inside 
and we will not let you take 
photos,” a Hezbollah mem¬ 
ber screamed at an Asso¬ 
ciated Press photographer 
at the scene. 

Hezbollah called on people 
to leave all coffee shops in 
the area, which are usu¬ 
ally packed with customers 
on Thursday evenings, and 
urged residents to inform 
the group about any suspi¬ 
cious activities.Q 
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Amid offensive, Iraqi Kurds cut Islamic State supply line

SINJAR, Iraq (AP) — Sup¬ 
ported by U.S.-led air- 
strikes, Kurdish Iraqi troops 
on Thursday seized part of 
a highway that is used as 
a vital supply line by the 
Islamic State group, a key 
initial step in a major offen¬ 
sive to retake the strategic 
town of Sinjar from the mili¬ 
tants. 

The town was overrun by 
the extremists as they ram¬ 
paged across Iraq in Au¬ 
gust 2014, leading to the 
killing, enslavement and 
flight of thousands of peo¬ 
ple from the minority Yazidi 
community. The U.S. later 
launched an air campaign 
against the Islamic State 
militants, also known as 
ISIL, ISIS and, in Arabic, as 
Daesh. 

Hours into Thursday’s op¬ 
eration, the Kurdish Re¬ 
gional Security Council 
said its forces controlled 
a section of Highway 47, 


which passes by Sinjar and 
indirectly links the militants’ 
two biggest strongholds — 
Raqqa in Syria and Mosul in 
northern Iraq — as a route 
for goods, weapons and 
fighters. 

Coalition-backed Kurdish 
fighters on both sides of the 
border are trying to retake 
sections of that corridor as 
part of Operation Free Sin¬ 
jar. 

“By controlling Highway 47, 
which is used by Daesh to 
transport weapons, fight¬ 
ers, illicit oil and other com¬ 
modities that fund their 
operations, the coalition in¬ 
tends to increase pressure 
... and isolate their compo¬ 
nents from each other,” a 
coalition statement said. 

It said more than 150 
square kilometers (95 miles) 
of territory had been retak¬ 
en from the Islamic State 
group. The coalition said 24 
airstrikes were carried out 
over the past day, striking 
nine militant tactical units, 
nine staging areas and 


destroying 27 fighting posi¬ 
tions, among other targets. 
Coalition aircraft have 
conducted more than 250 
airstrikes in the past month 
across northern Iraq. 

The Kurdish fighters also 
said they had secured the 
villages of Gabarra, on 
the western front, and Tel 
Shore, Fadhelya and Qen 
on the eastern front. 


About 7,500 peshmerga 
fighters closed in on Sinjar 
from three sides, the Kurd¬ 
ish council said. In addition 
to taking the town and the 
highway, the operation 
aimed to establish “a signifi¬ 
cant buffer zone to protect 
the city and its inhabitants 
from incoming artillery.” 
Heavy gunfire broke out 
early Thursday as peshmer¬ 


ga fighters began their ap¬ 
proach amid aerial bom¬ 
bardment. U.S. special op¬ 
erations forces were oper¬ 
ating from a hill above the 
fighting in Sinjar, said Col. 
Steven Warren, the spokes¬ 
man for the U.S.-led coali¬ 
tion in Baghdad. U.S. ad¬ 
visers were also positioned 
with Kurdish commanders, 
set back from the front line 
and behind Sinjar moun¬ 
tain, to remain away from 
the crossfire, Warren said. 
According to U.S. guide¬ 
lines, the U.S. forces have 
stay away from the front 
lines and the risk of enemy 
fire, he said, so they are op¬ 
erating from safe locations 
on Sinjar mountain. 

Warren said two teams of 
commandos were work¬ 
ing with the Kurds to locate 
enemy targets and call the 
information in to the Joint 
Operations Center in Irbil, 
where military officials then 
direct coalition aircraft fly¬ 
ing in the area to conduct 
the airstrikes. □

EU free travel in danger as borders tighten, fences go up

den. Swedish police are urging people traveling to and from neighboring countries on Thursday 
to bring their passports or other identification documents as the country introduces temporary 
border controls. The move announced by the government late Wednesday means that Sweden 
is temporarily suspending the European Union’s passport-free travel rules to control the flow of 
migrants entering the country from Denmark and Germany.

VALLETTA, Malta (AP) — 

Passport free travel in Eu¬ 
rope is under threat as 
countries reintroduce bor¬ 
der controls, toughen se¬ 
curity and build fences in 
response to the biggest ref¬ 
ugee emergency the con¬ 
tinent has seen in decades. 
The Schengen open-bor¬ 
ders zone uniting 30 coun¬ 
tries is a pinnacle of Euro¬ 
pean achievement. It un¬ 
derpins theEU economy, 
allowing goods, services 
and people to cross fron¬ 
tiers without checks. 

But Sweden says security at 
its borders cannot be as¬ 
sured and announced that 
checks were resuming on 
Thursday, while tiny Slove¬ 
nia has begun erecting a 
fence to stem the flow of 
people from Croatia, the 
second nation, after Hun¬ 
gary, to resort to such a 
measure. 

These uncoordinated and 
unilateral actions in re¬ 
sponse to unpredictable 
movements of thousands 
of people have raised fresh 
doubfs about whether the 
passport free area can sur¬ 
vive the migrant challenge. 
“Saving Schengen is a race 
against time," EU Coun¬ 
cil President Donald Tusk 
warned on Thursday after a 
migration summit with Euro¬ 
pean and African leaders 
in Malta. 

He cited individual moves 
by Germany, Sweden, 
Slovenia and others in re¬ 
sponse to what they see as 
threats to their border se¬ 
curity from the tens of thou¬ 
sands of migrants stream¬ 
ing in from Africa, the Mid¬ 
dle East and Asia. 

“Without effective control 
of our external borders, 
Schengen will not survive,” 
Tusk said. 

The two-day summit on the 
Mediterranean island was 


meant to focus on how to 
send back to Africa those 
who don’t qualify for asy¬ 
lum and discourage others 
from attempting the risky 
journey across the seas in 
search of a better life. 

The leaders did sign up 
to an action plan of short 
and longer term measures 
to halt the flow of Africans 
coming to Europe and 
steps to send back those 
who don’t qualify for asy- 
lum.They also signed on to 
an emergency package of 
migration aid worth 1.8 bil¬ 
lion euros ($1.9 billion) that 
select African nations will 
be able to use. 

Then the Europeans quickly 
huddled for informal talks 
about how to cope with 
their refugee emergency. 
TheEU estimates that 3 mil¬ 
lion more people could 
arrive in Europe seeking 
sanctuary or jobs by 2017. 
Many people are arriv¬ 
ing in Europe via Turkey, 
and Tusk announced that 
the EU hopes to host a sum¬ 
mit with Turkey in Brussels by 
the end of this month. 

The EU is offering Turkey — 
which is hosting more than 
2 million Syrian refugees — 
a package of sweeteners 
for it to crack down on bor¬ 
der security, including bil¬ 
lions of euros and speeding 
up its EU membership talks. 
Turkey has asked to 
be present at high-lev¬ 
el EU meetings, and the 
summit is being described 
by EU officials as an “easy 
deliverable” to get Ankara 
to boost border security. 
The mass influx has over¬ 
whelmed European border 
authorities and countries 
simply to do not have the 
capacity to accommo¬ 
date everyone. 

The leader of Sweden — 
with the highest number 
of migrants per capita in 
Europe — defended his 
country’s move on border 
controls. □ 
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Colombia to legalize commercial sale of medical marijuana

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) 

— Colombia’s government 
plans to legalize the culti¬ 
vation and sale of marijua¬ 
na for medicinal and scien¬ 
tific purposes, officials said 
Thursday in a surprise shift 
by the longtime U.S. ally in 
the war on drugs. 

The change is coming in 
an executive decree that 
President Juan Manuel 
Santos will soon sign into 
law. It will regulate regu¬ 
lating everything from li¬ 
censing for growers to the 
eventual export of prod¬ 
ucts made from marijuana. 


Justice Minister Yesid Reyes 
said. With the new policy, 
Colombia joins countries 
from Mexico to Chile that 
have experimented with 
legalization or decriminal¬ 
ization as part of a wave 
of changing aftifudes to¬ 
ward drug use and poli¬ 
cies to combat it in Latin 
America. But unlike many 
of its neighbors, Colombia 
has long been identified 
with U.S.-backed policies 
to eradicate drug produc¬ 
tion and a sharp decline 
in levels of violence over 
the past 15 years is largely 
attributed to the no-toler- 
ance policing. 


Sen. Juan Manuel Galan, 
who last year introduced 
legislation that tracks with 
the government's de¬ 
cree, said that as many as 
400,000 Colombians suffer¬ 
ing from epilepsy and oth¬ 
er ailments could benefit 
from the clearer regulatory 
framework to be provided 
by the decree. 

Colombians tor two de¬ 
cades have been allowed 
to possess small quantities 
of any narcotic for person¬ 
al use thanks to a series of 
Constitutional Court rulings 
guaranteeing the “free 
development of one's 
personality."□

In Cuba, searching for a lost past and finding a family

HAVANA (AP) — I was born 
in the United States, but my 
family never let me forget 
that we're Cuban. 

My mother cooked Cu¬ 
ban dishes like picadillo 
and ropa vieja. My grand¬ 
parents spoke almost only 
Spanish. 

But we never visited Cuba, 
had no contact with rela¬ 
tives there, no heirlooms 
besides a handful of black- 
and-white photographs. 
My family left virtually ev¬ 
erything behind when 
they fled Cuba in the early 
1960s. They decided exile 
was preferable to commu¬ 
nism and vowed never to 
return until Fidel Castro left 
power. They seldom spoke 
at length about the lives 
they once lived 90 miles 
from Miami, where my par¬ 
ents met and I was born. 
Growing up, I longed for 
a link fo fhe counfry that 
formed such a crucial part 
of our identify. I couldn’t 
have imagined it would 
take more than a decade 
to begin to uncover my 
family’s past. 

In 2003, at age 20, I spent 


six months studying at the 
University of Havana. When 
I told people I was born 
to Cuban parents in Mi¬ 
ami they said, “Welcome 
back.” But when it came to 
links to the past, I came up 
empty-handed. 


My father’s family home in 
Havana had been turned 
into a school, its contents 
emptied. In Cienfuegos, 
the southern city where my 
mother was born, I found 
the house where relatives 
said my grandmother. 


Margarita, had buried her 
jewelry in the courtyard 
before she and my grand¬ 
father fled with my mother 
and her two siblings. It had 
been converted into a resi¬ 
dence for port workers, the 
courtyard covered in ce¬ 
ment. 

I returned again this year as 
five decades of diplomatic 
animosity between the U.S. 
and Cuba began to close. 
I spent two weeks reporting 
on the island around Pope 
Francis’ trip to the country. 
Armed with skills from 13 
years as a reporter, I as¬ 
sembled a new list of old 
addresses and squeezed 
in trips to the homes where 
my family once lived. 

When I gof to San Lazaro 
Street, where my father 
once lived in Havana, a 
woman approached me 
and asked who I was look¬ 
ing for. I explained that my 
father and grandparents 
once lived in a house on 
the street. 

“What was their last 
name?” she asked me. 
“Armario," I said. 

“The Armarios?" she said. 
“They live right there." 

She pointed to an aqua- 
colored house across the 
street. A petite woman 
with white hair answered a 
knock on the door. 

“Hi,” I said. “My family used 


to live on this street and 
someone just told me you 
have the last name Arma¬ 
rio.” 

“Yes,” she said. “I am Sonia 
Armario.” 

“This will sound strange,” I 
told her. “But my last name 
is Armario, too.” 

She looked just as con¬ 
fused as I did and invited 
me into her home. Bit by 
bit, we began connecting 
the dots of our fractured 
family. 

She was the daughter of 
my great-grandfather's 
brother, a man I had never 
heard of named Francisco 
Armario Caro. Francisco 
and my great-grandfather, 
Manuel, were incredibly 
close, she said. They both 
worked on Havana’s once 
elaborate system of street 
cars and were, “like one,” 
she added, words that 
struck with a pang of sad¬ 
ness as I imagined what 
it must have been like for 
fhem fo part. 

Even sadder, their story 
had almost entirely been 
lost. 

When my grandfather left 
Cuba, his father continued 
to live in the same house 
with his brother. When all 
his children were in Miami, 
my great-grandfather left, 
too. He and his brother 
never saw each other 
again. “They couldn't stay 
in touch,” one of my cous¬ 
ins, who was among fhose 
gathered in the living room 
of fhe old family home, 
told me. ” 

Sonia took me through the 
house, a small, well-kept 
home which, she said, 
looked nothing like it did in 
the 1950s when my father 
and his family lived there. 
The furniture had been re¬ 
placed, the rooms remod¬ 
eled. The ceiling to the 
front living room collapsed 
in the 1970s, destroying al¬ 
most all its red and gray 
tiled floor. “The only thing 
left is us,” she said. 

Sonia took out a plastic 
bag filled with black-and- 
white photographs, some 
early shots of relatives I 
knew in Miami but had 
never seen in their youth, 
and others of family mem¬ 
bers I never knew existed. 
It was Francisco’s face that 
haunted me the most. □

SHANGHAI (AP) — Sergio 
Garcia is winding down his 
European Tour season just 
as everyone else is gear¬ 
ing up for the grand finale, 
next week’s DP World Tour 
Championship. 

Even though Garcia isn’t 
playing next week and is 
already focusing on 2016, 
he still wants to wrap up 
this season on a strong 
note by taking the title this 
weekend at the BMW Mas¬ 
ters in Shanghai.

As 3 NFL teams eye 16-0, a list of 2nd-half games to watch

Never before have three 
NFL teams started 8-0 in the 
same season, so as long as 
the New England Patriots, 
Cincinnati Bengals and 
Carolina Panthers remain 
unbeaten, their pursuits of 
perfection will draw plenty 
of attention. 

Those teams' quarter¬ 
backs — Tom Brady, Andy 
Dalton and Cam Newton 
— also will be worth keep¬ 
ing an eye on in the MVP 
race. 

Unfortunately, from the 
perspective of football 
fans and TV executives, 
none of those teams will 
face each other the rest 
of the way in the regular 
season for what would 
have been a much-hyped 
showdown. 

At the other end of the 
spectrum, the Detroit Li¬ 
ons, at 1-7 owners of the 
league’s worst record, are 
in pole position for the No. 
1 overall pick in next year’s 
draft. The Lions' remaining 
schedule does not include 
any of the teams currently 
with two victories. 

That doesn’t mean, of 
course, that there aren’t 
must-see matchups in 
Weeks 10 through 17.

A November stock slide continues as oil, metals prices fall

NEW YORK (AP) — A deep¬ 
ening slump in prices for 
oil, metals and other com¬ 
modities sent stock prices 
lower on Thursday. 

Major market indexes 
opened lower and the 
selling accelerated as the 
day wore on. The drop in 
oil and metals prices hurt 


returned some of the gains 
from a powerful rally in Oc¬ 
tober. 

The Dow Jones indus¬ 
trial average sank 254.15 
points, or 1.4 percent, to 
17,448.07. The Standard & 
Poor's 500 lost 29.03 points, 
or 1.4 percent, to 2,045.97. 
The Nasdaq composite in¬ 
dex fell 61.94 points, or 1.2 
percent, to 5,005.08.

cline was the largest over 
that span. While October 
was the best month for the 
market in four years, the 
S&P 500 is now down slight¬ 
ly this year. The Dow aver¬ 
age is also lower in 2015. 
Mike McGlone, head of 
U.S. research for ETF Securi¬ 
ties, said investors are com¬ 
ing to grips with the fact 
that the Federal Reserve is 
about to start raising inter¬ 
est rates, ending an era of 
stimulus policies that have 
boosted stocks. At the 
same time, stocks could 
get hurt by warning signs 
about the U.S. economy, 
like weak jobs data or dis¬ 
appointing earnings. 

“Now we have almost 
a lose-lose situation” for 


stocks, McGlone said. 
Precious metals prices 
surged during the Great Re¬ 
cession, but in recent years 
many investors bought 
stocks instead, leading to a 
sustained slide in the prices 
of gold and silver. Metals 
like copper and steel have 
been hurt by the sluggish 
global economy, and cop¬ 
per prices are down 23 per¬ 
cent this year. All three fell 
Thursday after the head of 
Europe’s central bank said 
new stimulus measures may 
be put in place next month. 
That would boost the dollar 
at the expense of the euro. 
The central bank of Japan 
is also considering stimulus 
moves, which would make 
the dollar stronger com¬ 


pared to the yen. 

Gold declined $3.90 to 
$1,081 an ounce and silver 
fell for the tenth consecu¬ 
tive day, losing 3.8 cents 
to $14,225 an ounce. It’s 
down 11 percent since 
late October. Copper fell 
4.6 cents, or 2.1 percent, 
to $2,173 a pound. Cop¬ 
per prices have tumbled 23 
percent this year. 

Mining and metals com¬ 
panies retreated. Freeport- 
McMoRan dropped 54 
cents, or 5.8 percent, to 
$8.77. Its stock has skidded 
69 percent over the past 
year. Steel maker Nucor 
fell $1.11, or 2.7 percent, 
to $40.11.

Siemens boosts dividend, announces buyback 


FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 

— Industrial equipment 
maker Siemens AG said 
Thursday it would increase 
its dividend and return bil¬ 
lions to shareholders after a 
strong year. 

The Munich-based com¬ 
pany said it met its key 
profitability target in the fis¬ 
cal year 2015, with a profit 
margin of 10.1 percent 
within its stated goal of 10- 
11 percent. Management 
predicted increased sales 
and earnings for 2016. 

For the full business year, 
which for Siemens ended 
with the close of the July- 
September quarter, net 


income rose 34 percent 
to 7.4 billion euros ($7.9 bil¬ 
lion). Revenue rose 6 per¬ 
cent to 75.6 billion euros. 
Siemens makes big-ticket 
equipment for companies 
and governments such as 
power turbines, trains and 
medical diagnostic ma¬ 
chines. 

Orders rose 15 percent in 
the fourth quarter, an im¬ 
portant figure for future 
earnings since the compa¬ 
ny's big projects operate 
with long lead times. 
Management proposed 
a dividend of 3.50 euros 
for the 2015 fiscal year, up 
from 3.40 euros from a year 


earlier, and announced it 
would buy back up to 3 bil¬ 
lion euros in shares, as well 
as pay 200 million euros to 
employees in profit sharing. 
The company's shares 
jump 3.3 percent to 95.17 
euros in early afternoon 
trading in Europe. Share 
buybacks can support 
share prices, and if the 
shares are then cancelled 
can mean more earnings 
per share. 

“We delivered what we 
promised, and are well po¬ 
sitioned to deliver on our 
plans for the year ahead,” 
said CEO Joe Kaeser in a

Big beer merger leaves future uncertain for competitors 


Wal-Mart syncs 
Black Friday deals 
online, in stores

NEW YORK (AP) — Wal- 
Mart Stores says it is offer¬ 
ing most of the same Black 
Friday “doorbuster" deals 
online and in stores for the 
first time and giving online 
shoppers an early jump on 
the sales. 

The world's largest retailer 
is heading into the holiday 
season with a turnaround 
plan after being battered 
by the economy and 
tough competition. Wal- 
Mart’s U.S. CEO Greg Foran 
is spearheading a major 
overhaul of the stores that 
includes basics like making 
sure stores are cleaner and 
well stocked. 

The busy shopping day 
after Thanksgiving Day 
known as “Black Friday” 
has been encroaching on 
the holiday in recent years. 
But this year Wal-Mart 
Stores is giving those who 
would rather shop on their 
couch in P.J.s more access 
to Black Friday sales. Most 

— about 96 percent — of 
deals offered the holiday 
will be offered both online 

— starting at 3:01 a.m. E.T. 
on Thanksgiving morning 

— and in stores — starting 
at 6 p.m. on Thanksgiving 
Day. 

That’s up from 90 percent 
last year. 

The company will also 
be offering all the deals 
at one time, rather than 
spreading them out for lim¬ 
ited times at different parts 
of the shopping day. 
“Customers today are 
bombarded with different 
messages and different of¬ 
fers,” said Steve Bratspies, 
chief merchandising of¬ 
ficer of Walmart U.S., at a 
media event at its store in 
Secaucus, New Jersey, on 
Wednesday.Q

LONDON (AP) — It’s no fun 
being in the middle. 
Fleineken, Molson Coors 
and Carlsberg are sto¬ 


ried brewers that trace 
their roots back hundreds 
of years and have loyal 
drinkers around the world. 
But the merger of their 
two biggest competitors 
leaves such mid-size brew¬ 
ers without a clearway for¬ 
ward. 

They find themselves 
squeezed between a Go¬ 
liath that will produce al¬ 
most a third of the world’s 
beer and a growing army 
of craft brewers. 

Some experts say the mid¬ 
sized brewers should re¬ 
spond by pursuing take¬ 
overs of their own. Others 
argue that would do little 
good because the under¬ 
lying problem is that con¬ 
sumers are increasingly 
drinking craft beers, not 
mass market brands. 
“There are so many craft 
beers out there,” said Jon- 
ny Forsyth, a global drinks 
analyst at Mintel. “They 
can’t buy them all up.” 


Discussions about world 
domination heightened 
Wednesday when Bud- 
weiser maker Anheuser- 
Busch InBev agreed to 
buy SABMiller for 71 billion 


pounds ($107 billion). That 
combination would ac¬ 
count for 29 percent of the 
world beer market, making 
it three times bigger than 
its nearest rival Fleineken, 
with a mere 9 percent, 
according to the market 
data firm Euromonitor. 

Beer makers looking to 
bulk up in response will 
have few options because 
some of the likely targets 
are privately held and not 
interested in selling, said 
Jeremy Cunnington, the 
senior alcoholic drinks an¬ 
alyst for Euromonitor. 
“There isn’t that much else 
to buy or acquire,” Cun¬ 
nington said. 

Fleineken N.V has public 
shareholders, but the fam¬ 
ily owns 50.5 percent of 
the shares, “retaining fam¬ 
ily involvement and vision.” 
Carlsberg is also controlled 
by a foundation, which has 
75 percent of the votes. 

To ease regulatory con¬ 


cerns in the United States, 
SABMiller will sell its 58 per¬ 
cent stake in a venture 
with fellow brewer Molson 
Coors for $12 billion. 

But AB InBev would still be 


the No. 1 player in North 
America — as well as Aus¬ 
tralasia, Latin America, the 
Middle East and Africa. In 
Europe, it would lag be¬ 
hind only Carlsberg in the 
east and Heineken in the 
west, according to Euro¬ 
monitor. 

AB InBev was attracted to 
the deal because it wants 
to grow sales through SAB- 
Miller’s brands in Africa 
and Asia, where drinkers 
are expected to increas¬ 
ingly buy brand beers as 
their wealth increases. 

In developed markets, by 
contrast, the big compa¬ 
nies are seeing sales de¬ 
cline and trying to fight off 
an onslaught of craft brew¬ 
ers. Consumers, bored with 
the previous offers, began 
fleeing the big brands in 
the 1980s in favor of more 
complicated craft brews. 
“Beer drinkers ... these 
days are far less brand loy¬ 
al,” said Duane Stanford 


editor of Beverage Digest. 
“There’s a lot of room to 
play.” 

Beer companies have 
tried to counter the trend 
by buying craft brewers. 


They have also tried to rep¬ 
licate what the craft brew¬ 
ers have done or at least 
evoke their ethos. Carls¬ 
berg, for example, calls 
their founder “probably 
the first hipster,” and said 
he opened his first micro¬ 
brewery in 1847. 

AB Inbev’s deal is far from 
completion, facing regula¬ 
tory hurdles in the United 
States, China and South 
Africa. Craft brewers are 
among those watching 
things closely. 

The Brewer’s Association, 
the trade body for Ameri¬ 
ca’s 4,000 small and inde¬ 
pendent breweries, urged 
the Department of Justice 
and Congress to closely 
examine the merger’s “po¬ 
tential effects on the U.S. 
marketplace and Ameri¬ 
can consumers.”

Think you’re unhappy in Dubai? 
The police may call to ask why...

DUBAI, United Arab Emirates 
(AP) — If you say you’re un¬ 
happy in Dubai, the police 
may call to ask you why as 
part of a new survey. 

The online poll, unveiled 
in recent days, comes as 
Dubai tries to break into the 
top 10 rankings of world's 
happiest cities by 2021, an 
effort in league with other 
lofty aspirations in this emir¬ 
ate, home to the world's 
tallest building. 

The simple survey has users 
choose between a frown, a 
smile and an unimpressed 
straight line. The police say 
they will call those who say 
they are unhappy, which 
puzzles some observers, in¬ 
cluding William Davies, a 
senior lecturer at the Uni¬ 
versity of London who re¬ 
cently published the book 
“The Happiness Industry: 
How the Government and 
Big Business Sold Us Well- 
Being.” 

“This looks like to me an at¬ 
tempt to try to slightly fright¬ 
en people into A) replying 
to the survey question and 
B) replying to say they're 
happy because people re¬ 
ally don’t want to be rung 
up by the police with the 
question: ‘Well, what’s your 
problem?”’ Davies said. 
“But I don’t know. Maybe 
there’s something sincere 
about it.” 

The effort to measure hap¬ 
piness can be seen in gov¬ 
ernment offices across 
Dubai, one of seven of the 
United Arab Emirates. Small 
tablet computers placed 
next to civil servants allow 
citizens to provide instant 
feedback on their experi¬ 
ence. Last year, authorities 


also began ranking munici¬ 
pal offices with a two-to- 
seven star system based on 
their customer service, part 
of Dubai’s “smart govern¬ 
ment” push. 

That happiness effort has 
included the Dubai police, 
most well-known abroad 
for some of the luxury cars 
employed in its fleet. Twitter 
messages from the police 
often include the hashtag 
"Your Security Our Happi¬ 
ness” in both Arabic and 
English. 

At a recent electronics 
show, the Dubai police un¬ 
veiled its happiness survey, 
saying it began Wednes¬ 
day. It sent text messages 
to a number of Dubai resi¬ 
dents including a link to a 
webpage showing a pic¬ 
ture of Dubai’s ruler, Sheikh 
Mohammed bin Rashid 
Al Maktoum, with the Burj 
Khalifa tower behind him. It 
asked one question in Eng¬ 
lish and Arabic: “Are you 
happy in Dubai?” 

In a statement, police said 
the survey received more 
than 200,000 responses in 
its first day, with 84 percent 
saying they were happy, 6 
percent neutral and 10 per¬ 
cent unhappy. Police did 
not disclose how many text 
messages they sent. But 
that wasn’t all. Maj. Gen. 
Khamis Mattar Al Mazeina, 
Dubai’s police chief, told 
local media that his officers 
would randomly call a se¬ 
lection of those unhappy 
to ask what was upsetting 
them. "If the matter is under 
our jurisdiction, we will help 
them with it, but if it has to 
do with another govern¬ 
ment entity we will forward 
the issue to the concerned 
department," he said.Q

He did not explain how 
the government made the 
calculation, but authorities 
conduct informal tracking 
of monarch butterflies as 
they enter Mexico from the 
United States.

“Love the Coopers” is 
pretty formulaic as far as 
Christmas dramedies go, 
but there are always going 
to be those movies that just 
get to you — despite, per¬ 
haps, your best judgment. 
Modern holiday movies, 
with their aggressively un¬ 
happy families and sani¬ 
tized Hallmark sentimental¬ 
ity, occupy an interesting 
space in entertainment.
